BEAUTIFUL BUDD LAKE 


The July 1966 issue of REDWCOD CHIPS, the newsletter of the 
Redwood Chapter, contained. the following trip report. It is 
reprinted here for the enjoyment of our readers, 


The sierra Club schedule (a booby-trap for the unwary), 
listed in schedule #13, the following: ‘July 4th, 5th, 6th 
and 7th, Thursday, Friday, oaturday and sunday--Knaosacking: 
Budd Lake, Yosemite.. Join our traditional knapsack trip to 
beautiful Budd Lake, three miles and fifteen hundred feet 
climb. by trail. Climbers and hikers alike will enjoy Cathedral 
Peak Range and side trips to Matthes Crest Area,” 

Inasmuch as I am wife and mother, resvectively of two 
sierra Club enthusiasts, and, because for the sake of together- 
ness, (a highly overrated social phenomenon), these two 
passionately entreatéd me to join the exnedition. I reluctant- 
ly asreed to leave the veace and comfort of home in order to 
discover “beautiful Budd Lake”. ° 

I should »erkaps memtion that in recent: years, the most 
strenuous hiking I have done has been from building to build- 
ing on college camouses, sunvlenented by.a weekly trek through 
a local supermarket. I have even, on occasion, been known to 
walk séveral San Francisco blocks in order. to purchase pastries 
at Blum’s. My athletic record in the past was not much better, 
I had an unbroken record of “Fs? in Gym (now known, I under- 
stand, as ‘"°,E,"). Nevertheless, I resolved to be a “good 
sport, - who knows, it might even be fun; I might so enjoy 
walking with a twenty-five pound backpack that I would never 
want to welk without one? 

The group of seventeen experienced sierra Clubbers and I 
were to rendezvous at Tuolumne Meadows, on: Thursday morning. 

My husband, sixteen year old son, and I, drove a good portion 
of Wednesday night; in the interests of économy we parked at 
a roadside rest, flippéd the hinges, which transform our car 
into a bed, and slept the balance of the night, fully clothed, 
in our sleeving bags. Thé iext morning, bleary-eyed and sore, 
we met our group. ' Cars wer: varked, back-vacks adjusted, and 
we were off! ; 

I had pictured the schedules “three mile hike to Budd 
Lake“ as a walk over gentle rises, through lovely midsummer 
meadows. No one had thought to tell me that it was all 
straight up, rough cross country terrain, with brambles, bush- 
es, boulders, and enormous fallen trees to contend with. 

Very shortly, I was struz?ling and straggling far behind the 
rest of the party, my husbana a little ehead of me, urging me 
on as one would a reluctant beast of burden. My heart pound- 
ed, my wind was gone. I would have been overjoyed to have 

been left on the trail to die. It wa not to be that simple. 
By a combination of pushing, pulling, flattery and Ghirardelli's 
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Chocolate, my husband again ert #€ on the trail, es be- 
cause of ma balking, ana Seneral non- coonerativenes was now 
the wrong one 7 wiii not go into further details = that 
nightmarish y, as I know that you, gentle reader, are more 
interested i: hearing about beautiful Budd Lake. The rest of 
our varty reeched the cempsito at half-pnast-two that afternoon: 
we crawled into camp at seven o’cleck that evening, having 
been lost most of the day in dsep snowfields, 

For the first tine (at tnis season) in twenty-five years, 
“peautiful Budd Lake® was frozen solid. Not since mid- summer, 
1938, had there been hea vy snowfalls in the High sierra at 
comparable elevations. That first evening in camp I peered 
through red-rimmed eyes at the range of »eaks which surround 
the lake. My heart sank doim into my heavy boots. The plan 
for the next day was to investigate ice fissures and to then 
scale the peaks. I alresdy ee like oir Edmund Hilary-- 
what else did I have to vrove I would, perhaps, have .enjoyed 
the grandeur or the Bret: oe ph the ery stal- line beauty ;of., the 
limitless expanses-of snow, the glistening ice on the lake, 
the wonder of the reflection of the Alpine glow on the rock 
formations, which transformed them into ruby-red fortresses, 

- but I was worried about so many things, In the first »lace, 
would I ever breathe normally again? Was that big toe on my 
left‘foot frostbitten or merely cramped? Wheat would I do on 
the follow 1S day when .everybody else, happy as larks, would 
take off to climb the top-most knob of Cathedral Peak? 

Should I fe >ien convulsions so that they wouldn't leave me by 
myself? 

Most fr eatery, when and what were we going to eat? My 
husband, rugzod individualist he, scoffed at the wood fires 
our friends-hed built after clearing away tons of snow, He 
was using a tiny primus stove big enough to cook a cup-cake. 
Hours later, when he hed weter boiled end nothing else, we 
salvaged bits of food from the unwashed pots of charitable 
neighboring campers. Nothing tastes better than camp cooking, 
particularly if there is capers to eat. 

Later in the evening, scae of our jolly fellow-campers 

t built a huge campfire--I t pited over for the sake of camara- 
darie:and hot tea, Fow happy and healthy they all were! 

“They sat around cosily on pointed rocks, singing lustily for 
hours. Not only did I not lmow any of the songs, I also felt 
rather cverdressed. A teenager dressed in shorts and a short 

“gleeved shirt, examined my garments in awe. All I was wear- 
ing was a long-sleeved cottou shirt, a long-sleeved woolen 
shirt, a heavy wool zipped-upn-the-front sweater, a windbreaker, 
wool socks, heavy boots, mittens and e knit can. sand I was 
cold! 



















I will pass over the discomforts of our first night® s 
sleeping arrangements at beautiful Budd Lake. Dawn and the 
eager-beaver sierra Clubbers rose together. My husband at 
length orzanized a full course breekfast on his inadequete 
primus: eg¢s at 8:60 OMPLOESs | bacon at 9:00 o'élock, coffee 
at 10:00 o'clock, and hot water for dishes at 11:00 o’clock! 

I was overjoyed to discover that one covunle would be svending 
the entire:.dsy in camp--they, too, werc ii:ding that keeping 
up with this bunch of indcefatigible nuts was too strenyous for 
their middle-aged bones, I quickly attached myself,. to. these 
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delightful people. We snent the day lolling around their. 
campsite, napving in what I thought was weak sun and dipsving 
into, their’ limitless’ food suppl . They had each carried 
forty- five pound’ batk-packs--most of which was luxury gourmet 
items, Tt was heavenly. The revt of the grovn came. back at 
_nightfell, “weary but triumphant. They had climbed Cathedral 
‘Peak. (we had heard faint echoes of “belay” during the day) and 
only my husband and son had gone swimming in an ice-filled 
lake, near, the summit. How did I ever get into this family? 

, ‘My’ husband cooked us a delicious dinner of dehydrated 
food -- ‘in the package, it looked like worms and dirt. It 
turned ovt'to be noodles and chicken, accent on the noodles. 
He managed to cook up quite a lot of hot water, enough to 
maké instant hot cocoa for the entire group around the big 
campfire. I was conrencing, in a mild sort of wey, to enjoy 
roughing it, when suddenly I felt a mysterious discomforting 
sensation. My face, neck, and arms began to burn intensely, 
The sun, which I had thought was too weak to matter, had re- 
flected from the snow and burned me severely. After a dis- 
tressing | night, my husband decided thst we had better leave 

' and .have my burns examined professionally. Our son would re- 
turn, the following day with friends. We.shouldered our back- 
packs, bid ‘our friends goodbye, and: with detailed directions 
regarding the trail, we left “beautiful Budd Lake." 
In retrosvect, I realize: that.,Budd Lakeis beautiful, 
that many people achieve peace, serenity and hapviness in 
the High sierra;' that getting close to nature is beneficial 
to the high-strung, tense individuals most of us have become, 
However, for myself, “af I never agaim set eyes on. “beautiful 
“Budd, Lake", except’ perhavs in a travelogue, or an issue of 
National. Geographic, 1 Si be happy as.a clam,

SOUTHVELL PAK... . it _ AUGUST 21-22 


On Sunday, August 21, John NeKinley and I left Humber Fark 
near Idyllwild for Little Tahquitz Valley. Since we left at 
10:30 AM, most of the weekend crowds were already leaving, 
After arriving at the valley around 12:00, we ate lunch and 
headed for Tahquitz . Peak to survey the route we “ould take 
the néxt day. It was an extra-clear day, and upon consulting 
Mr. Southwell, the lookout, we learned that the weather had 
been clear and stormless, 


Monday morning we left Little Tahquitz Valley at 8:00, con- 
touring toward Red Tahquitz. We arrived on the summit at 8:30 
and continued over the top. toward the ridge which runs to 
southwell and on to Antsell Rock. The ridge proved to be 
exceptionally rugred, being composed of jutting rock peaks 
and pinnacles surrounded by brush. Considerable time was 
spent in’finding a way around” the rocky cliffs and chaparral, 
and some class 3 climbing was encountered. At one point, a 
sherp knife edge made short work of the seats of our pants, 

A heavy club was used extensively for bushwhacking. Our 
arrival on. Southwell was thus delayed until 11:45. On the 
summit was a register placéd in June by sam Fink, emblem 
holder #2, on his second ascent, His was the only other 

name to be found on this remote mountain which is not yet on 
the list.. 


Southwell's summit view is excellent, and the peak is im- 
pressive from most anzles. I believe that this peak should 
be added to the list as soon as a scheduled trip can be 
arranged, Antsell Kock (to the south) looked. very. interest-

ing from the top, but the ridge is so rugzed that a cold, dry 
camp near Southwell would probably be necessary to get it by 
this route. It would be a minimum of 3 additional hours be- 
yond southwell, 


After a leisurely lunch, John.and I left at 1:00 for Little 
Tahquitz and its water (the. ridge is so dry this time of year 
that hikers shovld take at least two quarts of water apiece). 
We topped Hed Tahquitz around 4:00, having taken advantage of 
a ducked route apparently left by Sam Fink. This ducked 
route is nearly impossible to follow successfully when’ going 
to the peak. It is excellent for the return, however, and we 
placed a few additional ducks, hoping to improve the trail. 
We arrived at Little Tahquitz at 4:20, and, after an hour's 
rest, headed for Humber Parl arriving at 6:30.

Over thirty hikers gathered in Humber Park Saturday morning 
for a weekend of hiking, peak bagging and seeing some of the 
Sights in san Jacinto Park. The morning was spent hiking to 
Long Valley via Willow Creek crossing, Hidden Lake and Desert 
View. At the tramway the group stopped to eat lunch, enjoy 
some liquid refreshment, and inspect the station while at the 
same. :time giving the tramway tourists a chance to inspect 
“"yeal'- hikers.
